PARK IMPROVEMENT,

In digeussing the improvement of Kapiolani Park why not consider
the uses of 1 banyan grove for the waste section at the lower extremity
near Diamond Head ?

The banyan is the most interesting teee we have—the one abont
which tourists are most euvions,  If o dozen or more of them were
planted on prepured land in the plage nawmed—that is Lo say, lnnd
whieh had been enrviched in spots for the parpose—the vesult would be
cone of the most notable sights in Honolulu,  We assume, of course,
that the trees would be allowed to sproand until their branches inter-
laced, so that, in the end, there would be a vast leafy cathedral wher:
peaple might walk through nature’s aisles as in those of some place ol
high worship.

There are enough of grass aud flowers and lily ponds in Kupiolani
Park and the room for a banvan grove could be spared. And thien the
maintenance of the grove would cost far less than that of lawns and
ornamental shrubs.  About all there would be to do s to rvigite, fer
tilize a little now and then, and let the great trees grow amd spread.
Some day the result would be beralded, far and wide, in promotion
litervature,

Another thing the Park needs is an aviary, How little it wonld
cost to build one; how easy it would be to make one as noteworthy
as is the aquarinm—which David Stare Jordan insists s the most
remarkable one in the world, snall as it is compared with some others!
An aviary & most attraetive even when vonfined, as is the Golden
Gate Park’'s, to housing the bivds of one zone,  Here, all sands of bivds
would thrive, from robin vedbreast of the temperate regivns to the
hird-af-paradise from the cyuatorial countries.  Amd our steamer con-
neetions with far ufs would make the task of getting the feathered
eurios o comparatively simple one,

As to other Park improvements could not good use be made of
falling water? The arvtesian belt holds ample promise ol o lurger
supply : apd the pumping wmachinery now at work conld casily do its
purt for an artificial falls—the Army people consenting—from half
way up the rugged steep of Diamond Tlead.  Huntington Falls, in
Golden Gute Park, is of this character; it can be turned on or off at
pleasure, but it is always a feature of the Park when wany visitors
are there, d

And wonld it not be also practicable to build o road along a part
of Diamond Head to a junetion near the lighthoonse with the main
road, thus giving a high view of the Park and ety

These suggestions are out of the ovdinary, pechaps, but the more
the same eviticism is made of the Park itself the better.
